STAKE  does  the  wor\ . 

1 —  Shows  the  wood  label  6  inches  long  and  %  inch  -wide,  with  printed 
space  for  “Number  of  Plant”,  “Name,”  “Bought  from”,  “Cost,”  and  “Growing 
record.”  Notice  the  small  hole  in  the  label. 

2 —  Showing  how  the  label  can  be  used  on  any  pot  plant,  which  is  to  be 
transplanted  later. 

3 —  Illustrates  the  CHAGEDA  GARDEN  STAKE  in  the  most  popular 
style,  with  round  shaft  to  take  the  CHAGEDA  DRIVING  TOOL.  The  stake  is 
made  of  selected  Redwood  (the  everlasting  wood),  being  one  inch  square  at  the 
bottom  and  Vs  inch  diameter  round  at  the  top.  The  bottom  is  pointed  and  the 
top  is  specially  slotted  to  take  the  wood  label.  Stakes  are  carefully  made  and 
are  finished  wdth  one  coat  of  creosote  oil,  to  prevent  rot,  and  then  stained  a 
beautiful  green. 

4 —  Explains  how  the  top  halves  of  the  stake  are  easily  pulled  open,  the 
wood  label  fits  into  the  slot,  being  held  by  a  brass  pin,  and  when  the  stake  is 
returned  to  its  normal  position,  the  label  is  entirely  hidden  and  protected  from 
the  weather. 

5 —  Pictures  the  CHAGEDA  DRIVING  TOOL,  which  is  strongly  made  of 
Galvanized  iron,  cast  in  one  piece.  It  is  in  the  shape  of  a  double  step,  which 
fits  tight  on  the  bottom  of  the  stake,  after  sliding  the  Tool  down  over  the  top. 
These  Driving  Tools  are  in  the  shape  of  a  “T”  similar  to  the  top  of  a  spade.  Only 
one  is  needed  for  each  garden.  They  will  not  rust  and  are  guaranteed  against 
breakage  in  use  for  five  years. 

6 — The  DRIVING  TOOL  is  shown  on  the  stake,  ready  to  force  into  the 
ground.  Pressure  of  the  foot  is  given  to  either,  or  both  sides  of  the  Tool,  and 
the  force  drives  the  stake  as  deep  as  wanted.  The  direction  can  be  guided  by 
holding  the  top  while  driving.  You  can  drive  a  CHAGEDA  GARDEN  STAKE 
into  any  ground  in  which  you  can  drive  a  spade,  and  with  no  more  effort.  After 
the  stake  is  as  deep  as  you  want  it,  lift  the  tool  off,  and  it  is  ready  for  the  next 
stake. 

7 —  You  can  read  the  label  at  any  time  without  removing  from  the  stake 
— just  swing  it  out. 

8 —  In  the  Fall — Take  LABEL  off  and  attach  to  tubers  with  a  wire.

ALBERT  WARD  (Peony).  A  massive  flower  with  a  well  filled  center,  on  strong 
stems.  Nearly  a  true  purple  in  color.  50c. 

ALICE  WHITTIER  (Reed)  HC.  Color  is  a  delicate  shade  of  primrose  yellow. 
The  blooms  are  of  good  substance  and  held  well  above  the  foliage  on  stiff  stems. 
It  has  been  a  consistent  prize  winner  wherever  shown  in  both  East  and  West. 
Should  be  in  every  garden.  $2.50. 

AMBASSADOR  (Broomall)  C.  An  immense  yellow  flower  with  a  soft  buff 
shading  and  a  touch  of  salmon  in  the  center.  No  better  stem  can  be  found  on  any 
Cactus  Dahlia,  and  its  pleasing  form  makes  it  both  a  garden  flower  and  an  ex¬ 
hibition  bloom  of  first  quality.  75c. 

AMARILLO  GRANDE  (Broomall)  D*  The  broad  petals  make  this  light  yellow 
flower  unusual.  An  exhibition  variety  producing  enormous  flowers  in  large 
numbers.  Full  centered.  $2.50. 

AMUN  RA  (Seal)  D.  Taking  the  fitting  name  from  the  “Sun  God”  of  the 
Egyptians,  this  is  a  standard  variety  which  will  always  hold  its  great  popularity. 
It  has  been  a  prize  winner  since  1921  and  the  lasting  record  is  caused  by  the 
splendid  formation  of  the  bloom,  in  which  the  outer  petals  are  copper  and  orange, 
shading  to  gold  and  amber.  Good  for  exhibition,  garden  and  cut  flower  work. 
50c. 

ANNA  REHORST  (Rehorst)  HS.  A  deep  purple  hybrid  show  bloom.  50c. 

ATTRACTION,  HC.  One  of  the  standard- varieties  for  cut  flower  work,  having 
lasting  qualities  and  the  “florists’  color”,  a  lilac  rose,  of  good  substance  and  form, 
on  stiff  stems.  50c. 

BASHFUL  GIANT  (Marean)  D.  A  consistent  winner  in  the  “largest  flower” 
class,  and  one  of  the  largest  types  ever  introduced.  Like  all  of  the  late  Judge 
Marean’s  introductions,  the  stems  are  stout,  and  the  rich  apricot  shade  bloom 
with  golden  shadings  will  cause  many  a  visitor  to  your  garden  to  “linger.”

BLACK  JACK  (California  Decorative).  A  very  large  bloom  of  deepest  velvety 
maroon,  almost  black.  Tubers  are  gigantic.  $1.00. 

BONNIE  BRAE  (Decorative).  An  exquisite  combination  of  blush  pink  and  cream 
of  waxy  texture.  Splendid  bloom,  but  stem  inclined  to  droop.  50c. 

BREAK  O’  DAY  (Dahliadel)  HC*  A  large  sulphur  yellow  with  a  satiny  sheen. 
Very  free  flowering.  50c. 

BYZANTIUM  (Decorative).  Color  almost  black,  lightening  toward  the  outer 
petals.  Good  foliage  and  lasting  quality  of  bloom  make  it  a  good  cut  flower.

CARMENCITA  (Boston)  D.  Clear  yellow,  spotted,  penciled  and  striped  a  bril- 
lant  shade  of  red.  Large  flowers.  50c. 

CIGARETTE  (Boston)  C.  A  bi-color  flower  in  scarlet  and  white  on  cane  stiff 
stems.  Blooms  of  good  size.  50c. 

CHAMPAGNE  (Boston)  D.  A  splendid  bloom  of  buff  shade  overcast  with  rose 
chamois.  A  real  exhibition  type  of  great  popularity.  75c. 
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CITY  OF  TRENTON  (Prentice  )  D.  A  splendid  new  variety  which  was  award¬ 
ed  Certificate  of  D.  S.  of  N.  J.  1927.  A  pleasing  combination  of  autumn  shades 
with  exceptionally  large  blooms,  some  of  which  have  measured  more  than  12 
inches  in  the  field.  Centers  are  full  and  the  bush  is  strong,  often  exceeding  six 
feet  in  height.

CLAUDE  HARLAN  (California  Dec.).  Clear  lavender,  with  petals  of  soft, 
wavy  appearance.  Stems  are  long  and  wiry.  50c. 

COLOR  SERGEANT  (Lyndora  1927)  D.  Another  new  Eastern  Dahlia  which 
captured  many  prizes  in  the  shows  as  well  as  a  Certificate  of  D.  S.  of  N.  J.,  with 
score  of  87.  Color  is  a  deep  red  salmon  bronze  of  one  shade.  This  plant  has 
most  excellent  habits,  making  it  a  choice  exhibition  and  cutting  variety.  $5.00. 

DADDY  BUTLER  (HC).  Rosy  carmine  with  reverse  of  petals  lighter.  Large 
free  blooming,  and  an  excellent  keeper.  75c. 

DAWN  (California  Decorative)-  Really  a  beautiful  bloom,  of  cream,  shading 
to  yellow,  and  suffused  with  shell  pink.  The  stem  is  excellent  and  we  urge  you 
to  add  it  to  your  collection.  $1.00.

ELLINOR  VANDERVEER  (Seal)  D-  A  new  exhibition  decorative  of  consi¬ 
derable  popularity.  Color  a  glowing,  satiny,  rose  pink.  Flowers  of  great  depth 
held  well  above  foliage  on  stiff  stems.  Good  bush  and  an  early  bloomer.  $1.00. 

EDNA  FERBER  (Fisher  &  Masson)  HC.  A  new  variety  which  won  in  all  of  the 
Eastern  Shows  in  1927.  Color  coral,  shading  to  old  gold  at  base  of  petals,  , which 
are  long  and  wavy.  Strong  grower  of  medium  height.  Both  foliage  and  grow¬ 
ing  habit  are  excellent.  A  Certificate  of  Merit  introduction  which  we  recom¬ 
mend.  $3.75. 

DR.  TEVIS  (Pelicano)  D.  Bronzy  old  gold,  shaded  violet  rose.  Free  blooming 
variety  with  sturdy,  tall  plants.  50c. 

ELKRIDGE  (Griffiths)  D.  This  new  white  is  exceptional  because  of  purity  of 
color  and  .refinement  of  formation.  Stems,  growth  and  keeping  qualities  good. 
Many  growers  consider  it  the  best  white,  and  a  great  popularity  in  the  East  is 
deserved.  $2.50. 

EMMA  MARIE  (Dahliadel)  HC.  This  popular  new  variety  has  become  a  fa¬ 
vorite  because  of  the  pleasing  color  combination  of  clear  pink  with  a  creamy 
white  center.  Large  blooms  on  exceptionally  long  stems,  with  good  keeping  qual¬ 
ities.  $1.00. 

EARLE  WILLIAMS  (Doolittle)  D.  A  bi-color  bloom  of  brilliant  crimson  and 
white.  Splendid  form  and  free  flowering.  75c. 

EL  GRANADA  (Boston)  HC.  Color  is  a  vivid  orange  with  petals  which  twist 
and  interlace,  showing  a  creamy  yellow  reverse  at  the  tips.  Consistent  prize 
winner.  A  wonderful  Dahlia.  $1.50. 

ESTHER  HUNT  (Boston)  HC.  A  vivid  orange  flower  with  rolled  petals  each 
having  a  serrated  tip.  Seldom  shows  a  center.  A  standard  variety  of  merit.

EL  DORADO  (Boston)  D.  A  very  large  golden  yellow  with  amber  tints.  Rigid 
stem  and  a  good  keeper.  $1.50. 

ELSIE  DREXLER  (Boston  Hybrid  Dec.).  Deep,  velvety  maroon.  Large 
flowers  which  are  produced  freely  on  straight  stems.  50c. 
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EMPEROR  (Marean).D.  A  very  fine  red,  of  large  size,  and  with  good  stems. 
75c. 

FAITH  GARABALDI  (Boston)  D.  A  deep  rose  color,  shading  lighter  on  outer 
petals.  Perfect  form  with  strong  stems,  carrying  the  bloom  well  above  the 
foliage.  Consistent  prize  winner.  $1.50. 

F.  D.  T.  (Fisher  &  Masson)  D-  Named  in  honor  of  the  Florist’s  Telegraph 
Delivery.  An  introduction  which  was  well  received  last  year.  Color  is  a  rich 
Tyrian  rose,  with  long,  rigid  stems.  Free  flowering  and  a  good  keeper.  $3.75. 

FLAMING  METEOR  (Barker)  D.  A  large  flaming  red  bloom  on  good  stems, 
and  valued  for  its  keeping  qualities.  Has  been  a  sensation  in  the  California 
Shows  and  highly  mentioned  in  “Garden  and  Home  Builder.”  It  will  hold  its 
place  in  popularity  for  many  years.  $2.50. 

FRANCIS  LOBDELL  (Waite)  HC.  Mallow  pink,  shading  to  white  in  the  cen¬ 
ter.  Wonderfully  free  bloomer,  flowers  of  good  size,  but  bush  is  of  rather 
dwarf  habit.  75c. 

F.  W.  FELLOWS  (Stredwick)  C.  This  is  one  of  the  standard  English  Cactus 
Dahlias  which  has  had  its  place  in  the  finest  gardens.  The  color  is  orange 
scarlet  with  straight  quilled  petals  on  stems  which  are  long  and  hold  the  blos¬ 
som  fairly  well.  50c. 

GALLI-CURCI  (Lyndora)  D.  Named  for  Galli-Curci  at  the  New  Jersey  State 
Show  last  year.  This  splendid  new  blossom  is  large  and  unusually  deep,  carried 
on  long  stems  which  are  sturdy.  Color  brilliant  salmon  orange  with  gold  suf¬ 
fusion.  As  a  seedling  this  bloom  had  many  medals  and  special  awards.  We 
recommend  it  highly.  $7.50. 

GEISHA  (Hornsveld)  P.  This  is  “the”  standard  peony  type  dahlia.  Color 
combination  golden  yellow,  changing  to  bright  scarlet  at  center  of  petals  and 
back  to  gold  at  tip.  50c. 

GEORGE  WALTERS,  HC-,  This  is  one  of  the  old  favorites,  and  a  prize  winner 
for  many  years.  Coral  rose,  suffused  with  gold.  50c. 

GLADYS  SHERWOOD  (Broomall)  HC.  This  is  an  old  one,  but  we  consider  it  as 
the  best  white,  although  the  perfect  white  is  still  to  come.  Good  habits,  except 
blooms  are  not  prolific.  50c. 

HARRY  MAYER  (Seltsam)  D.  Pale  rosolane  purple,  with  dark  green  foliage 
pleasing  to  the  eye.  This  imported  variety  ranks  with  our  best,  and  was  one  of 
the  leading  exhibition  varieties  in  the  Eastern  Shows  last  year.  $5.00. 

HALVELLA  (McWhirter).  Color  a  beautiful  shade  of  rose  pink,  with  flowers 
of  a  very  large  size,  standing  on  stiff  stems.  A  late  bloomer  but  prolific  at  the 
time  you  want  blooms.  75c. 

HERCULES  (Marean)  D.  Coppery  rose,  suffused  carmine,  and  an  immense 
bloom.  An  old  one,  but  good.  50c. 

HENRY  F.  MICHELL  (Decorative).  A  late  bloomer  with  a  scarlet  red  color, 
frequently  averaging  8  inches  in  size.  50c. 

INSULINDE  (Holland)  HC.  Sometimes  described  as  Hybrid  Decorative.  One  ' 
of  the  standard  dahlias,  of  a  rich  saffron  yellow,  shaded  russet  orange.  Has 
a  distinctive  form,  with  petals  twisted  and  curled.  Flowers  often  run  9  to  10 
inches  across. .  75c. 

ISLAM  PATROL  (Davies)  HC.  A  California  origination  which  has  been  a  prize 
winner,  and  will  continue  so.  Dark  velvety  scarlet,  tipped  with  gold.  A  fine 
keeper  with  sturdy  long  stems.  $1.00. 

JANE  COWL  (Downs)  D.  The  best  Dahlia  Introduction  in  several  years,  and 
the  bloom  which  caused  the  sensation  of  the  New  York  Show  last  Fall,  when 
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Miss  Jane  Cowl  chose  it,  as  a  seedling,  to  bear  heir  name.  This  deep,  massive 
bloom  is  a  glistening  bronzy  buff  and  old  gold,  shading  deeper  toward  the  cen¬ 
ter,  reverse  of  petals  a  pale  flesh  color.  Dscribed  ias  a  dahlia  which  is  “alive.” 
The  foliage  is  the  thick,  leathery  kind  that  insects  do  not  bother.  There  is  no 
introduction  in  many  years  which  has  had  the  prospect  of  a  brilliant  future  such 
as  “Jane  Cowl”  undoubtedly  has.  Quantity  limited  and  delivery  late,  about 
June  First.  $7.50. 

JEAN  CHAZOT  or  GAY  PAREE  (Cayeaux)  C.  A  golden  bronze  with  nastur¬ 
tium  red  suffusion.  Free  bloomer  and  very  popular  .75c. 

JEAN  HARE  (Fisher  &  Masson)  HC.  A  new  introduction  of  exceptional  merit. 
An  autumn  shade  of  beautiful  golden  yellow,  which  changes  to  an  apricot  buff 
late  in  the  season.  Free  bloomer  of  medium  tall  growth  and  excellent  stem. 
Foliage  is  dark.  $5.00. 

THE  “JERSEY  GROUP 

A1  originated  by  W.  H.  Waite,  and  all  good.  Many  are  standard. 

JERSEY’S  BEACON,  D.  Chinese  scarlet  with  a  much  paler  reverse.  In  size 
it  is  a  giant,  and  has  been  a  medal  winner  wherever  shown.  Profuse  bloomer, 
with  long  stems.  $1.50. 

JERSEY’S  BEAUTY,  D.  Since  1923  this  has  been  the  standard  pink.  Without 
a  doubt,  it  is  the  most  popular  dahlia  ever  introduced,  and  probably  has  won 
more  prizes  than  iany  half-clozen  other  varieties  combined.  Its  color  is  a  perfect, 
true  pink.  The  size,  stem,  foliage,  habit  and  profusion  of  bloom  are  such  that 
it  is  nearly  a  perfect  garden  flower.  We  have  a  good  stbain.  75c. 

JERSEY’S  CAPRICE,,  D.  An  autumn  shade,  best  described  as  apricot  buff. 
Flowers  large,  on  strong  stems.  $2.50. 

JERSEY’S  DELIGHT,  D.  A  beautiful  old  rose  pink  bloom  on  rigid  stems.  Fol¬ 
iage  is  leathery  and  will  withstand  the  insects.  $1.25. 

JERSEY’S  EMPRESS,  HC.  Purplish  maroon,  with  wavy  petals  which  do  not 
burn  in  the  sun.  Blooms  have  great  depth.  $2.50. 

JERSEY’S  IDEAL,  D.  Dark  lavender  pink  in  the  best  in  its  color.  Splendid 
stems  and  a  free  bloomer.  $2.50. 

JERSEY’S  JEWEL,  D.  A  very  large  mallow  pink,  with  petals  loose  and  at¬ 
tractive.  Strong  grower.  $1.25. 

JERSEY’S  KING,  D.  Begonia  rose,  with  a  distinct  form  and  color.  $1.00.
